The Future Harvest. 


The interest everywhere felt in the pros- 


pects of harvest in the future, causes a drive 
in the country—always agreeable—to be, 
just now, doubly enjoyed. A hasty glance 
of this kind over the farms in tlie vicinity of 
the city has been productive of grateful re- 
sults in our own ease. From mnny circum- 
stances we had concluded that few indica- 
tions of ultimate abundance would be ob- 
served upon casual inspection. 
The long 


continuance of cold weather throughout the 
entire spring; the remarkable obscurity of 
the sky during the same period; and the 
consequent dampness of the atmosphere, 
even when the earth was not deluged with 
ram,—had combined, it was presumed, most 
materially to injure, if not thoroughly to 
blight, the hopes of the husbandman. 
But 


this opinion has been greatly changed. The 
aspect of the country is cheering to a high 
degree. Crops, though backward doubt- 
less, do not promise ill. Potatoes have not 
presented a more favorable appearance for 
a course of years. Grass is heavy upon the 
meadow-land. In the cornfields, where the 
least encouraging signs are naturally to be 
encountered, vegetation is tardy indeed, but 
by no means sickly. With regard to grain 
of other sorts vre can give no definite re- 
port, though iv.e remember to have seen 
here and there along our route, very fine 
patches of oats and barley. The present 
year has seemed, extremely unpropitious to 
early maturity in all kinds of produce, and 
so fair a state of advance may well awaken 
gratitude no less than surprise. 
When it 


is considered that summer is yet to come 
—everything-years a smile of opulence. 


In relation to another part of our subject, 


we crave the indulgence oj a few words.— 
The apple orchards of Rhode Island, once 
so white .^'ith the blossoms of spring, and so 
io\vly bent wilii tlie heavy fruit of autumn 
display, to-day, symptoms of unthrift and 
decay. Age has generally dried the juices 
of these famous trees. No care nor expe- 
dient can possibly renew a portion even of 
theji pristive glory. To the enterprise aud, 
forethought of the living generation is here 
commended the task—pleasant from asso- 
ciation and from the universal spirit of be- 
nevolence—of providing for their children 
as did their fathers. Interest, and pride, 
and affection alike conspire to indicate the 
propriety and the benevolence ef such a la-1 
box. But a few days n<-o attention was 
called—we trust with some effect—to the; 
importance of rearing trees. In this paper j 
ive would insist upon the evident duty of' 
ever)' proprietor of land to devote some pro-!

September, when the leaves are olive, and in 
October, when they slowly change to golden 
brown, come the loveliest days of all the 
year. The sea breeze then tempers the air 
to the highest degree of elasticity. 
The 


hazy Indian Summer suggests the legends 
and the council fires of the Narragansetts. 
Nights made radiant by the harvest moon, 
display fuller heaps of yellow corn than ever 
gladdened the sight of the settlers of the 
island, or were ever bruised between the 
millstones of the "Old Stone Mill." Pos- 
sibly such scenes have no interest for a mere 
seeker of excitement; they certainly must 
afford pleasure to all who love true pleas- 
ure.

LOTTERIES.^ 


T OTTJURIES.—The well known Mary 
I J land Consolidated Lotteries, of which 11 
Fu.vnCE «: Co. arc the managers, are charter- 
ed by tlie state of Maryland, and a commis- 
sioner elected by the people, who is sworn to 
superintend and certify that everything con- 
nected with them is done in a strictly honorable 
manner, and that the interests of parties who 
reside at a distance arc as well protected as if 
they themselves were present at the drawing. 
Another fact -which the managers call atten- 
tion to, is, that-all persons have a legal right 
lo send orders for tickets to Maryland, as 
latteries are legalized by special law in that 
state. A lottery is drawn every day in the 
month.
